Gandhi’s English disciple, who 
befriended her, she was admitted 
to'“Asham,” the model colony on 
the. banks of the sacred Sbar- 
mati river. 

About a year ago, this beau- 
tiful American woman who had 
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ores | THIN Skint. 


adopted native dress and cus- - 


toms because of her admiration 
for the Hindt Nationalist leader 
caused a near-riot at the Hindu 
temple at Dwarki. She had been 
known as Mel& Naghini Devi 
(the blue serpent goddess) since 
she became a disciple of Gand- 
hi and donning her flowing white 
native robes, hatless and shoe- 
less she went to the temple to 
worship. 

The other worshippers were 
startled and the priests forced 
her to leave, decldring the tem- 
ple had been profaned. The 
other worshippers left immedi- 
ately and services were suspend- 
ec. Twenty-four hours would be 
required to rededicate the temple 
the priests said and the cost 
would be $75. 

Although Nilla has given her 
life to the pursuit of “spiritual 
beauty and durable happiness” 
and insists her old American 
friends “iead a false and illusory 
existence of passing pleasures,” 
the Hindus don't seem to be can- 
vinced. Although she lives apart 
from her husband and likes a 
life of celibacy and aseeticism, 
the Hindus who admire her 
beauty, aren't very tolerant of her 
desire to be a Gandhi follower.

Petition for a rehearing of the gas 
irate constroversary, which recently 
resulted in an order to reduce 
natural gas rates by about 13 
percent in the bay district, was 
filed with the State Railroad Com- 
cnission today by the P. G. & E. 
company. 

The petition was filed just be- 
fore noon, too jate for the com- 
mission to act on it before next 
week. It is expected that argu-
